Cutihbert wants to know why t>^ 
voice, of love bas such :i nvelallic ring, 
i'udplo Cow. 
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McGill. from a national viewpoint, is an old University, for 
this institution of learning was active even a quarter of a century 
before the Act of Confederation brought the Provinces together 
as the Dominion of Canada. A century, it is true, is but an infini- 
tesimal period in the long stretch of time which leads back to the 
paleoanthropi era and into the dim mists which even modern sci- 
ence, with all its accumulated power and might, cannot pierce sat- 
isfactorily. But a hundred years constitute an important stage in 
the- lire of a young people, for it is often the opening days which 
forecast the future of a nation. And McGill has grown up with 
Canada, playing a role of great importance during the past ten 
decades in the dream of national development. The University has 
contributed much to the Dominion and even to the world at large, 
but in doing so all has not been along the road of opulence and 
case? There have been hard days when the benefactors of McGill 
had to fight for its life. For thirty years the university was almost 
"steeped in poverty to the very lips" and to this financial embar- 
rassment was added the dead weight of administrative difficulties. 
But the optimistic efforts of those who laboured on with energetic 
faith, .saved the hopes and dreams of of James McGill from perish- 
ing even in the first moments of realization and once over th%ridge 
e, college. of the three martlets entered upon years of expansion 
and steady growth. Great men like Sir William Dawson, Lord 
Strathcona. Sir 1 William Macdonald. Sir William Peterson. Peter 
Redpath and a host of others helped McGill along the hard road 
and their names are names which should be known and honoured. 

It is not hard, therefore, to see that our Alma Mater has a 
history and that we are heirs to a century of traditions but it is to 
be feared that undergraduates, for the most pan, live in complete 
ignorance concerning that which has gone before, taking their won- 
derful opportunities and advantages for granted and worrying little 
how these favorable circumstartces have been placed at their 
We enjoy a remarkable heritage but little do we Tealize the 
efforts and the agonies which were necessitated -before this" accu- 
mulation of benefits could be handed down to us, the students 
" of to-day. : ' ; I r 1 

Yes. MdGill has a history, bas its noble tradhîons ; but to' the 
.average student these things are unknown and are as far distant as 
«*n intimate knowledge concerning the hypothetical development 
**"of 4he paleozoic age. But we should know the story of McGill, 
even as we should know the tale of our land. If we knew a little 
more about our Alma Mater and those who have helped her, a 
new spirit would spring up among us and a love, unknown before, 
would be felt towards the institution at which we are studying. We 
must cither acquire this knowledge for ourselves or we must have 
it taught to us. As the latter is not done at present, let us therefore 
try and find out even a little about our college. Such is not a hard 
task. And we might suggest — if such is not too presumptuous — 
that it might be beneficial if some day those who sit in authority 
would institute the custom of welcoming first-year men to college 
by spending a lecture period or two in giving the freshmen a brief 
outline of the story of McGill. Knowledge usually means appreci- 
ation but at present many have not the knowledge.

She spcakH cnthusfastlcaly about her 
native country, particularly the Stu- 
dents Union in the Chinese schools, 
.All the schools In China, from high 
schools to universities, inclusive, are 
In the organization. Individual schools 
arc represented in o big national Stu- 
dents Union.

The cogging or roughing rolls are

LAWS OF NEW JEKSEY 
KEMmil iLAi-tsUOKS 



In New Jersey, conturshlp has t,i- 
ken a now ami vicious form. A bill 
ourorc iho Slate Legislature will, if 
passed, seriously Interfère with tho 
leaching of lilatory in thai stoic. The 
kernel of the. bill reads as foUotrs: 

"No history ol t«xLhooh e«- refci- 
eueo txiok shall be adopted for use or 
• •« used m any of thu public and pn- 
■ at ft schouls, located in Hie State of 
New .U'iroy, v/hlc.i isnore.;, oiniu, di«- 
coiints, or in, any manner boitttles, 
doubts or denies the. o von is leading 
up to the Dct'ialatio'n of Independ- 
ence or those connected with the War 
nf Independence or any other war in 
which this, country has been engaged; 
or which IgnoitHi omits, distorts, or 
denies the deeds and accomplishments 
a inc. noted American patriots, or 
which questions ih 0 worthiness of 
their motives or casts aspersion upon 
their livez." 

If such a bill is passed in Now 
•lerscy and toe spirit of such log-ia- 
latlon reaches Into other states. * 
serious and harmful interference with 
iho right of. free speech, of Troc in- 
vestigation and of the teaching of the 
trutfi may he the result. 

Such legislation grows out of the 
absurd theory that many of this 
country's lending historical scholar* 
aro engaged („ treasonable propagan- 
da and .-ere p.!acing treasonable text- 
books In tho hands of school children. 
Th« charges aro not only a.bsurd bill 
they are extremely dangerous for the 
successful continuation of such agl»a- 
ta.tlon must inevitably bring about * 
serious deterioration of texthoolcs and 
the teaching of history in Ameriean 
Hchools, since, self-respectlnç scholars 
and teaohei-a will not stoop to meth- 
ods which advocate the falsifying of 
the tmth. 

A \i freat m»n have made mistaken. 
Our national heroes were men, not 
i!*ml-irods, and if we are to profit hy 
expwienw, the falirres of sreat men 
should be pointed out.
